ORIGINAL AND INTERESTING ANECDOTE OF 
WASHINGTON IRVING. 


The sad intelligence of the death of the most honored of American 
authors was announced in this city on Tuesday morning, consequently, 
too late to give us an opportunity to make even a brief notice of our sor- 
rowful regret. The anecdote we give below, which may be relied upon 
as authentic, under the peculiar circumstances of its present appearance, 
will be read with unusual interest, as it illustrates, in a remarkable man- 
ner, Washington Irving’s love of sociability, and his exceeding modesty 
with regard: to his literary reputation. 

A friend of ours, who occupies a lordly mansion in Twenty-ninth-street, 
near Fifth Avenue, was whilom a contractor for building that section 
of the Croton Aqueduct which passed through Tarrytown. Soon after he 
had erected a rude building for the reception of the tools and of the work- 
men, and to afford himself a temporary shelter while engaged in his re- 
sponsible duties, an old gentleman, plainly dressed and of exceeding un- 
pretending manners, presented himself one day and commenced a con- 
versation with our friend. A great many questions were asked, naturally 
suggested by the then new enterprise of supplying New York city with wa- 
ter, and after a visit of an hour or so, the old gentleman quietly departed. 
A few days afterwards, accompanied by two ladies, he again visited the 
headquarters of our friend, and entered into a more detailed con versation, 
seemingly intent upon finding out all that was to be learned about the 
proposed aqueduct. These visits finally became a regular affair, and were 
continued twice a week, for a period of some siz months. The conversations 
were always confined to loeal subjects, and not a remark escaped from 
the lips of the visitor, which was calculated to inspire curiosity, or sug- 
gest that he was other than some plain good-natured person, with plenty 
of time on his hands, who desired to while away an hour or two in com- 
monplace chit-chat. In course of time our friend finished his labors at 
Tarrytown, but occasionally met his old friend on the little steamers that 
severe to connect our suburbs with the heart of the city. One day, while 
travelling along the Hudson, and busily engaged in conversation with the 
old gentleman, the steamer suddenly commenced pealing its bell, and 
made such a racket that our friend left his place, and hunting up the 
Captain asked him ‘‘what all that noise was about ?’’ 

‘‘Why,”’ replied that functionary, ‘‘we are opposite ‘Sunny Side,’ and 
having Washington Irving on board, by this alarm his servant will. be 
able to meet him at his landing with a carriage.’’ 

Our friend, in great enthusiasm exclaimed, ‘‘Washington Irving! he on 
board ; why, point him out to me ; there is no man living whom I would 
more like to see.’’ 

At this demonstration, the Captain looked quite surprised, and re- 
marked, ‘‘Why, sir, you just left Washington Irving's company, and 
from the number of times I have seen you ip familiar conversation with 
him on this boat, I supposed you were one of his most intimate friends. 

The astonishment of our friend may be faintly imagined when he dis- 
covered that for more than a half year, twice a week he had had long con- 
versation, with Washington Irving, a person with whom, more than apy 
man living, he desired a personal introduction. 








OUTDOOR SPORTS—CLOSE OF THE SEASON. 

The games which are to become naturalized in this country are cer- 
tainly base ball, and quoits. Cricket has its admirers, but it is evident 
it will never have that universality that base ball will. The latter named 
game is essentially ‘‘fast,’’ is easily learned, affords all the exercise de- 
manded, and occupies no unnecessary time in preliminaries and parliamen- 
tary rules and discussions. Quoits have always been popular in Republics. 
'1be finest statue preserved from the splendid arts of antiquity is the quoit- 
player, as he appeared in the best days of Greece and Rome, and now that 
it is becoming popular to indulge in exercise, quoits are daily more in 
vogue, and ere long will be the necessary appendage of every commu- 
nity, where there are a half-dozen persons capable of ‘‘pitching the dis- 
cus.’’ The St. Andrews Quoit Club, though a recent organization, is 
strong in numbers, and is presided over by R. McMarvine, Esq. The New 
York Quoit Club was organized in 1857, and has now over seventy 
members. It has by-laws and a constitution, and its annual gather- 
ings are enlivened by the distribution of valuable prizes. A match was 
recently played between the two Clubs alluded to, at the distance of 
18 and 21 yards ; the playing was very fair, the score a tie. The East New 
York Cricket Club has wound up its season with a dashing game, and a 
pleasant reunion, at which a sumptuous dinner was discussed. The New 
York Cricket Club has played the last game for the year at Hoboken, and 
although the weather was very cold, fine cricketing was witnessed. 
Next year we understand that tho Brooklyn Cricket Club will be incorpo- 
rated with the New York Club, thus making it one of the strongest in the 
Union. No formal notice has been made by the players of base ball, but 
the winter weather precludes any outdoor sports where the bat and ball 
are used. ‘The promise is, that next year a new era will be inaugurated of 
innocent and healthful amusements, and the result will certainly be to im- 
prove the health and Lappiness of our people.

THE GAME OF “LACROSSE”—SHINNY. 

Monrrmal, Canada, Noy, 19, 1859, 
Dear Spird.—Knowiog that your readers yearn for tidings from the 
| land of snow-shoes and *‘papooses’’ I rise, *‘a spirit from the vasty deg, 4 
to give youa short acceuct of a game of Lacrosse, which came off late 
between fourteen Indians from Caughnawaga, (euphonius name !) The 
game of Lacrosse (Anglice, the Shinny), is indigenous to the country, ip. 
deed, so ancient is it, that like some genealogies, it is lost in the dim. 
ness of antiquity. 

Charlevox, who visited the country in the middle of the sixteent), cen. 
tury, says, that it was tbe sport of all, old and young, and that it jg adapt. 
ed tothe Indian character, great agility and soundness of wing bein 
requisite for its pursuit. ‘The Lacroass is along ash stick tarned wpa 
the end, which is shaped like a crooked walking stick, and Coveted with 
a net work of Caribou gut, so as to strike a ball as with a racket, The 
playors are divided into equal numbers and facing each other, drive the 
ball, one up the field, the other down, until the victory, gained by 
throwing the ball twice into goals at either end of the field, previously 
passing it through flags at the centre of the field—is won. 

The Indians were fourteen in number, and dressed out in al] the 
bravery they could probably master—feathere, gew-gawa, bells on £0me 
of their anklez, not omitting vermillion, with which some were daubed 
about, the face—formed the principal object of their characteristic dreas; 
however, they presented a sinewy appearance in their close fitting shirts 
and parti colored drawers. 

Most of them were barefoot, and nearly all are coureur des bois, or trap 
pers in the service of the Hudson’s Bay Company. One of them, a com. 
panion of Sir George Simpson in many of his long voyages to the com. 
pany’s posts, won a purse of $100 the other day in Burlington, running 
against two celebrated American runners. The game commenced at 
o'clock. Aksakataki, or ‘‘On the Beach,’’ a prominent Caughnawagian, 
leading six of the party, while Kantaloaken, or ‘“The Forked,’’ a chief 
from the same village, led other six. After a keen contest, in which some 
tall ranning and skill was displayed, Louis Kanaweyanto, or “In the 
Swamp,’’ threw the ball over the goal, and won the first game. The 
chiefs then marshalled their men into line, and placing the ball between 
their ‘‘crosses,’’ had a sharp tussle for it, and finally “The Forked” fork- 
ed the ball from ‘‘On-the Beach,’’ and sent it flying heavenwards, whilo 
many a guttural ‘‘ugh, ugh,”’ and words that sounded like **Kanasta na- 
ganawist,”’ issued from the,throats of the dusky players. Another sharp 
encounter ensued between both parties, and finally Sitakeki, ‘The Feet 
on {his Back,’’ caught the ball on his racket and ran into the winning 
post with it. They again came up a little blown with their previous ex- 
ertions, and again competed for this the third and last heat. After some 
fine play, Aksakataki, ‘‘On the Beach,” sent the ball flying to the win- 
ning post, and the game was decided. 

A game was also played between twelve Whites, of this city, and 
twelve Indians ; it resulted in the defeat of the ‘‘cits,”’ though some firt- 
rate play was shown. Several Lacrosse Clubs have been formed in this city 
lately, and I have no doubt but that with practice they will beat the In- 
dians at their own, I may say national, game. Indeed, for the last four 
years Indians have almost been ‘‘no where’’ in the snow-shoe races which 
come off every winter in the neighborhood, and | do not see why they 
should not also beat them at Lacrosse. The snow-shoe race is a heavier 
task than any of that game. A. Jenkins.

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CHEMISTRY IN ITS APPLICATION TO AGRICUL- 
TURE AND PHYSIOLOGY.

Modern Chemistry 13 discOvered that the material world, or all that we 
gee around us, minerals, vegetables, and animals ; the grain of sand or the 
mountain ; the lofty oak or the microscopic fungi; the monster elephant 


or the diminutive mouse ; the luxuriant vegetation of the sea with its mil- 
lions of liviag beings, including that vast winding sheet, the atmosphere, 
all consist of but 61 different kinds or species of matter, termed by chem- 
ists Elements. 

More than 40 of these elements are meéals, with which we shall havo 
nothing todo. The great mass of our globe is made up of four substan- 
ces, viz; silica (sand), alumina (clay), lime, and magnesia. 

Plants require for their nutrition or support but 14 elements, these 
are carbon, oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, potash, soda, lime, magnesia, 
phosphorus, sulphur, silica, iron, chlorine, and iodine ; these go to make 
up all the vegetables and all the animals found upon the face of the earth. 

The carbon, oxygen, nitrogen and hydrogen, are supplied to plants by 
the atmosphere, the other elements are obtained fromthe soil. These 
four elements, by some extraordinary power of vitalalchemy, form no 
1 098 than 94 per cent. of the whole vegetable kingdom ; for example, 100 
pounds of wheat, if burnt, yield only two pounds of ashes or inorganic 
matter, the ninety-eight pounds which disappear into the atmosphere are 
called organic matter. 

The chemist, by proximate analysis, ascertains that the grain of wheat 
contains in 100 pounds, 55 of starch, 15 albuminous matters, 15 woody 
fibre, 13 water, and 2 pounds of ashes. By ultimate analysis, that starch 
and woody fibre are composed of carbon, oxygen, and hydrogen, albu- 
men of the same elements with nitrogen. 

When wheat or any other grain is burnt, the carbon unites with oxy- 
gen from the atmosphere and form carbonic acid, a portion of the hydro- 
gen combines with nitrogen, and form ammonia, and the remaining hy- 
drogen with oxygen form water, and all pass into the atmosphere. 

If the vegetables are consumed as food by an animal, the carbon and 
hydrogen, by a process of slow combustion (oxidation), support the heat 
of the body, are eventually expired by the lungs and skin as carbonic 
acid and watery vapor; the nitrogen, after entering into tile tissues of 
the body, is excreted as urea by the kidneys. Urea exposed to atmos- 
pheric air is rapidly converted into ammonia. 

Lastly, if vegetables are collected intoa heap, they ferment, and car- 
ponic acid, water, and ammon’a, are found rapidly escaping into the at- 
mosphere. 

Hence it is obvious, thatit matters not what intermediate changes 
vegetable substances may undergo, their entire organic matters even- 
tually reach the atmosphere as carbonic acid, water, and ammonia. 

Now carbonic acid isa poison, and ammoniacal gas is also highly 
destructive to animal life. We naturally ask, if immense quantities of 
these poisonous gasses are being constantly thrown into the atmosphere, 
how does it happen that the proportion found there ig constant? 

One man consumes by respiration 25 cubic feet of oxygen in 24 hours ; 
10 cwt. of charcoal consumes 32,066 cubic feet of oxygen during its com- 
bustion (Liebig,) so that a city like Utica, with about 21,000 in habi- 
tants, extracts yearly from the air, by wood and coal employed as fuel, 
more than 551 millions of cubic yards of this gas. It has been establish- 
ed by careful experiments, that the composition of the atmosphere is 
invariable, 100 volumes of air have been found io every period, and in 
every climate, to contain 21 volumes of oxygen, to 79 of nitrogen. 

A general notion of the manner jn which the permanent character of 
the atmosphere is established may be gained from the following experi- 
wents. 

The leaves of plants are their exhaling and respiratory organs. 

For illustrating the function of exhalation, we need no other apparatus 
than half a dozen clean tumblers to try three little comparative experi- 
ments. Let us call the three experiments A, B, C, respectively. Each re- 
quire two glasses ; fill one of each pair two-thirds with water, the other 
to be leftempty. Place acard over each of the three tumblers which 
contain the water so as to coverit, and then invert the empty tumbler 
over the card. Now make athick paper cap to one of the glasses, say B ; 
lastly, drill a small hole in each card to admit the stalk of a leaf which 
should dip into the water in the lower tumbler, while the blade of the 
leaf is enclosed in the inverted tumbler, the card cutting off the commu- 
nication between the two tumblers in each experiment. Place A gad% 
in the direct rays of the sun, B withits cap on. Place C in clear day- 
light, but in the shade. 

In five minutes the empty tumbler A will be clouded with dew, but in 
Band C as yet no dew has been deposited ; the dew will now be seen to 
increase rapidly in A, in C very slowly, in B none will be found. Now 
A, in the direct rays of the sun, imbibe and exhale]water rapidly, © ex- 
posed only to ordinary daylight very slowly, and in B in the dark, it ceases 
altogether. 

It is obvious in these experiments that the light of the sun is essential 
to enable the leaf to perform the function termed exhalation. 

It has been ascertained that a ‘‘sun flower’’ 6 feet high will ezhale 40 
ounces of water in the course of a single day. 

Plants absorb by their roots not only the water, but whatever matters 
the water may hold in solution, salts, earth, etc., these are retained in 
the plant. Thus we may understand how such substances gradually ac- 
cumulate in their tissues. 

Perhaps I cannot make you perfectly understand the nature of that 
contrivance by which the funetion of exhalation is carried on, because it 
requires you should first take a peep into the hidden world, which is ex- 
Posed to us only by the microscope, but I think you can obtain a good 
general notion of it by fancying you can see the skin (epidermis) on both 
tides of the leaf perforated by minute pores. Through these invisible 
Pores the steam is exhaled. Imagine these pores to be formed by means 
of a pair of invisible sausage shaped bladders, filled with vegetable juices; 
these bladders—cells—as they are termed lying side by side, and attached 
only at the two ends; by pressing the ends toward the middle point, 
the bladders would curve outwards, and thus an opening like a slit or 
pore would be formed between them. We may consider this description 
of apparatus (forming the pores) asso many flood gates which can be 
opened or shut at the command of the sun, in order that the steam may 
be exhaled or retained accordingly. 

Now I do not pretend to assert that this is precisely the way io which 
the function is carried on by the mechanism I have described, because 
some of my physiological readers may have better notions of such struc- 
tures. Under the miscroscope we may distioctly see these peculiar ar- 
Tangements, by which the pores are closed and opened ; these pores are 
famed by botanists, stomata, or “‘little mouths." 

The leaves of a plant, whilst they are endowed with life and stimulated 
by light, are enabled to combine 13 or 14 out of the 61 elements into 
come one or other of the peculiar substances found in its juices, and 
distinguished as organic compounds. Plants are mighty chemists, sur- 
passing Liebig himself in their power of effecting combinations among 
the elements of material substances. That justly eminent chemist, and 
many a one legs than he, can now manufacture sugar out of brown paper, 
and bread out of saw dust ; and they can beat all the ablest copjurors of 
the good old times, (when alchemy and astrology directed the undoubt- 
ing faith of wondering admirers,) by the marvellous extent to which

| combine the elements of ‘inorganic’ matter so as to form out of them a 


single organic compound

| the crude sap introduced by the roots ; sthese matters undergo various 
| modifications according to the constitution of different plants, and become 
subservient to their nourishment and development. Thus the crude 


sap is merely instrumental in supplying the leaves with the materials 
necessary for the formation of ‘‘organic’’ matter; itis the proper juice 
(as the botanist calls it) manufactured by the leaves that forms the real 
nutritious fluid of the plant. The importance of the leaves of plants is 
sufficiently evident; not one of them can be abstracted or injured, without 
the plant being deprived of a certain amount of power for generating its 
‘‘proper juice.” A man might as well expect to live without lungs, or a 
fish without gills, as a plant without leaves. 

In endeavoring to explain the function of respiration in plants, I shall 
be obliged to draw rather more deeply upon your faith than in these ex- 
periments. The function may be thus expressed, that leaves decompose 
carbonic acid under the stimulus of light, fix the carbon of this substance, 
and discharge the oxygen into the atmosphere. 

Let us try a little experiment. 

Fill two or three glasses with water. Place a leaf or two under the 
water, ineach with a split shot or a small piece of lead on each edge, which 
will cause it te sink in the water, and yet retain a vertical position. Place 
one in the shade and the other in the direct rays of the sun, in the former 
you will observe no effect produced, in the latter numerous little bubbles 
of air (oxygen) will make their appearance under the surface of the leaves. 

The bubbles of air observed under ice in winter in pools and ditches, 
the bottoms of which are covered with growing plants, consist of pure 
oxygen given off by the leaves of the plants under the water. 

Both these functions of the leaf are exerted by the same cause viz., 
light. 

From these experiments we may iafer that the leaf prepares all 
the nutriment upon which root and branch {and every other part of 
® plant depends ; this is quite in contradiction to the commonly admit- 
ted notion that the root directly nourishes the leaf, and not the leaf the 
root. I shall now attempt to show that the ashes of plants are their 
true food. 

In 1846 I prepared an artificial soil, of burnt clay 62 parte, ashes of 
mustard, 1 part. In this earth I planted mustard, the vessel containing 
this soil was put out in the open air, receiving nothing but the ordinary 
rains during the summer; in due season the mustard produced fine 
healthy plants, yielding perfectly mature seed. 

The Rev. Mr. Huxtable, has grown turnips weighiog 4 pounds in 
holes made in a plank, filled with nothing but the ashes of turnip and 
saw dust. If any one doubts the truth of this statement I ask: From 
whence do our ‘‘maiden forests’’ obtain their organic matter? not from 
the soil, for here it is constantly accumulating. This question is one of 
greatimportance to the agriculturist, especially those using artificial 
manures. 


of which organic matter is formed, and itis proved that the air is the 
source from which plants obtaia it, all that is required of the tiller of 
the eapth, is to supply or return to the soil the inorganic substances, the 
ashes 

The perfect development of a plant according to this view, is depend- 
ent on the presence of certain salts and earths; when these substances 
are wanting its growth must be arrested. 

If we examine those plants growing on barren soils, we find they con- 
tain but little inorganic matter ; 100 pounds of the wood of fir yield but 
6 ounces of ash, oak 4 pounds, wheat straw 7 pounds, hops 12 pounds ; 
the fir grows on a rock, or nearly barren sand ; oak on good clay ; wheat 
a rich loam ; and hops on the best soils ; requiring more skill and capita! 
than any other plant. 

Now it is well known tkat plants are incapable of forming these inor-. 

ganic substances, hence, the soil must be the source from whence they 
were obtained ; and the rigii analysis of all soils known to be fertile 
without manure, prove such to be the fact. 
§& Wheat straw has a perfect coating of silica, and yields7 per cent. ashes, 
the grain only 2 per cent., the ashes of the straw contaim 65 per cent silica 
and 8 per cent. phosphoric acid, while the grain of the wheat yields 45 
per cent. phosphoric acid, and only 1 percent. silica ; hence silica is 
rapidly removed from the soil by the straw, and phosphoric acid by the 
grein. 

Now if we grow wheat many years in succession, and make no return 
to the earth, it must sooner or later become entirely exhausted of these 
substances, orif only one, the straw, for example, the soil must in time 
become sterile from a want of solub/e silica. 


Animal excrements are derived from the vegetables or grain on which 
they feed, if these are rich in alkalies or phosphates, we may call the 
manures rich, because they produce a large amount of certain crops. 

Guano, which is rich in phosphates, has b2en used with great success 
on some soils, while on others it is almost inert on the former because 
the phosphates were exhausted, whilst on the soil less deficient it has but 
little power, especially if the other elements of plants are deficient. 

‘Vbere are lands in Peru, which have become perfectly sterile from the 
constant use of Guano; the alkalies, potash and soda, being completely 
exhausted, and these lands have agaia become fertile by their application 
(Playfair). In almost all cases thejcontinued application of only one or 
two ingred’ents must tend to impoverish the soil, in fact the only means 
of keeping up the fertility of the soil is by replacing on the ground all 
the mineral ingredients taken out of it. 

The land is subject to losses by the exportation of .grain, and cattle, 
which contain priucipally phosphates, and many a farm has been complete- 
ly exhausted of these ingredients, and in consequence become nearly 
sterile. But even if it were possible for plants to perfect their seeds or 
roots without the ‘‘tnerganic elements,’’ iron, soda, potash, lime, phos- 
phorus, sulphur, etc., it is evident such seeds or roots would not supply 
the wants of animals; for no blood could be formed without iron, nor 
bones without phospborus and lime ; no bile without soda; hence an al 
wise Providence has so constituted the vegetables that they can arrive at 
perfection or maturity only in soils containing these inorganic elements. 
Thus wheat, corn, oats, or other plants yielding these articles of our 
daily food cannot ripen a single seed or root ia a soil totally deficient in 
any one of the following substances, viz.: sulphur, phosphorus, lime, 
magnesia, iron, soda, or potash. 

We will now turn our attention from the vegetable to the animal 
kingdom.

You will remember the material world is composed of 61 elements, the 
entire vegetable kingdom of 14. Now as animals are all directly or indi- 
rectly dependent upon vegetables for their nutrition, and since the body

of an animal possesses no power of forming elements, or converting ene 
elementary substance into‘another; therefore the elements of which the 
body of an animal is composed must, be the elements of its food, hence 





it follows as neither silica or iodine enter into any part of the animal tig 
sues, but twelve elements are found essential in the formation of their 
bodies 


For the maintenance of life in an animal certain conditional circum- 
stances are necessary ; the first is the assimulation of appropriate matters 
constituting nourishment, the second a continual absorption of oxygen fer 
the generating of heat. From the mutual action of these, the one on the 
other, arise all vital phenomena. 

Let us first examine life and nutrition in theit simplest forms. 

The food consumed by the horse produces two, and only two, effeets 
necessary to his existence. ‘These are, first, to supply him with that ani- 
at ra yes which the functions of life would stop; and secondly , 
repair the waste constantly taking pla 
mechaniem of his frame. : =. EIeRe PP ents Hint dadpie 

The domestic fowl enjoys good health if fed with barley and chalk ; in 
due eeason the hen producesa number of eggs; let us examine te of 
them ; within its thin shell of chalk we fiad a yellow globe (yolk) 
floating in a transparent fluid (albumen), both very simple looking sub. 
stances, yet we know by the aid of heat alone they are built and fasbioned 
into a perfect animal, with bones, tendons, muscles, lunge, heart, blood- 
vessels, skin, and even the finer set of feathers. ' 

An embryo, so long as it retains its attachment to its mother, receives 
all its nourishment from her blood; at birth the fetas “inhales the 
breath of life,'’ oxygen, and now becomes an independent being. 

What is its first food? Is the process of nutrition still simple in ite 
character? Itis, for life in the mammaliais maintained, and every 
organ and every tissue of the body grows rapidly, while the animal re- 
ceives for its nourishment but a single fluid, milk. 

The more exact analysis of the process of nutrition will show that the 
young animal recéives in the milk every constituent of the blood of ite 
mother. The chief constituents of milk are, caseine and fatty matters. 

At first sight the nutritive process in an adult animal appears to be 
quite different ; but chemical researches} have shown, that in the seeds 
of the different kinds of grain, and of peas and beans, in the roots and 
juices of what are commonly called garden vegetables, there exist in lar- 
ger or smaller quantity, three substances; these have been named vegeta- 
ble, caseine, albumen and gluten. The investigations of physiologists 
have established, as a rule without exception, that the food of the 
graminivorous animal always contains one or other of these compounds 
It appears that if these be excluded no other food can keep up in these 
animals the vital process. 

If fresh drawn blood be rapidly ‘‘whisked’’ with a few twigs of wood, 
a gluey matter will be found adhering to them ; this substance is known 
as ‘‘animal fbrine."’ 

Now if wheat flour is placed in a linen bag, and water allowed to flow 
upon it, and the flour squeesed with the hands until the fluid passes 
through perfectly clear, the water removes the starch and albumen, but 
leaves in the bag a glue y substance called gluten or vegetable fibrine. 


boiled and the water evaporated, a greyish white substance, albumen, is 
obtained. 

When the clarified juice of wheat is made to boil, a coagulum is formed, 
albumen, which it is impossible to distinguish from the substance which 
separates from the serum of the blood. If we rub down peas, beans, 
or green corn, to a thin paste, dilate this with water, and pass the mix- 
ture through a fing sieve, caseine is obtained in large quantities from the 
supernatent liquid. 

The chemical analysis of these three substances has led to the wonder- 
ful discovery that they contain the same elements united in the same 
proportion by weight, and what is still more remarkable, that they are 
identical in composition with the chief constituents of the blood, animal 
albumen, and fibrine. 

The horse or ox, may be kept in good health on the dried stalks and 
meal, of maize with water; the principal nutritious matters in this sim- 
ple diet are albumen and starcb. 

Leibig gives the following table of principles met with in the food, and 
their uses.

Analyses show that 100 pounds of wheat contain 55 pounas of starch 
and 161bs. of albumen; milk contains much fatty matter butter. Both 
substances, you observe, contain a large quantity of the elements of res- 
piration. 

At every moment of his life, man is taking into his lungs oxygen, 
which is absorbed by the blood and conveyed to every tissue in the body ! 
In its passage through the minute vessels, the oxygen is brought into di- 
ect contact with cells containing the compounds of fat or albumen, which 
it decomposes, liberating the carbon as carbonic acid, and the hydrogen 


as water. 
Fat contains 80 per cent. of carbon ; sugar, starch and fat, arecomposed 


of earbon, hydrogen, and oxygen. The most decisive experiments and 
observations, bave proved that whenever exygen unites with carbon to 
form carbonic acid, or with hydrogen to form water, the act of combina- 
tion cannot take place, without the disengagement of a definite amount 
of heat. 

If we suppose the carbon of the food to be converted into carbonic acid 
within the body, it must give out exactly as much heat asif it bad been 
burot in the air or in oxygen. This is the source of animal heat. (Liebeg) 

The whole bistory of hybernating animals,and the well established 
fact of the periodical accumulation in various animals of fat, which at 
other periods entirely disappears, proves that the oxygen in the respira 
tory process consumes all those substances which are capable of entering 
into combination with it. Besides carbon and a small portion of sulphur, 
the animal body contains, as a combustible element, with which oxygen 
can combine only, bydrogen. 

* A fat man ora dormouse will live longer without a renewal of food, 
than a lean one of either species. Ia cold weather animals require the 
largest proportion of carbonaceous food to act as fuel to keep them warm. 
Our bodies may be likened to little steam engines, or a ‘‘blacksmith’s’” 
fire, our lungs operate as a pair of bellows, our mouth as a chimncy, and 
the food as the coal; our bellows are always going, or we soon die: if 
we do not eat, what would be the consequence, wouid the bellows cease 
work? No, they would go on working till every particle of animal mat- 
ter, fuel, fat, etc., was consumed. This shows that if we take no food to 
supply the waste of the body, we must, like the fire, go out; on the other 
hand, if the blacksmith overloads his fireand does not blow his bel 

lows enough, his flame goes out, and we, if we are always eating 
and never blowing our bellows enough, we are still liable to go out 

The life of all animals, as we said before, depends on the action of 
oxygen and the supply of food. The constant tendency of this action of 
oxygen upon the animal system is to destroy it, and unless the vital foree 

is supported by food, it soon dstroyes the body. The supply of food 

forms an antagonistic force, which is able to resist oxygen as long as the 

supply is kept up, but oxygen never ceases in its pursuit of its victim 

till it has ultimately consumed it.

First, animal food. Of whichever claes thisis, whether beef, mutten, pork 


poultry, or fish, we know that it consists chiefly of muscle, and that for 
ordirary use any one of theee may be received as an equivalent nearly 
for the other, varying only with the proportion of solid matter, and 
water in each.

A word respecting the temperature of the body and the consumption 
of food. 

If the knowledge that modern science affords im regard to these was 
properly diffused, how great would be the advantage to agricultvriste. 
We witness every day in winie striking examples of the want of such 
knowledge, in the instances of farmers turning cattle from an atmos- 
phere 60 deg. above to one 10 to 15 below zero. The animal's body is a 
heated mass, which bears the same relation to eurrounding objects as any 
other heated mass. Inthe animal body the focd is the fuel ; the body 
is a furnace or stove. A stove we all know will not give out beat with- 
out fuel, neither can the body of an animal generate heat witkout consu- 
ming food; hence the farmer by exposing his cattle to a “cold noitb 
wind,’’ not only wastes the produce of his farm, but also injures the 
health of his steck ; ‘‘want of warmth is equivalent to a waste of food.’’ 
The capacity ofthe chest in an animal isa constant quantity, but the 
quantity of oxygen iuspired is affected by the temperature of the stmos- 
phere ; air is expanded by beat, and contracted by cold, and therefore, 
equal volumes of bot ard cold air, contain unequal weights of oxygen: 
hence, the instant we leave a warm room for tbe cold open air, an infinite 
wisdom bas £0 arranged, that the amountof oxygen in the atmoephere 
is always exactly that required to support the body at its natural tem- 
perature. 

The rapidity with which the structures of the body are reproduced will 
depeod on the amount of exertion to which they are su’ jected and the 
quantity of matter with which they are supplied. Place an animal in a 

ition where the least possible amount of motion is given, and supply 
bim liberally with food, the process of rutrition is then carried on with 
extreme rapidity, and a call is made upon the various excreting organs, 
to remove this large amount of matter from the system. 

From inordinate exertion these become deranged and unable to per- 
form their office ; the animal orgaviem bas then another source by which 
to relieve itself, namely, by depositing large quantities of those matters, 
which in the norma! condition of ihe snimal would be appropriated to 
the building up of bis tissues, in various parts of his body, in the form ot 


This action, wher once setup, basa tendency to progress with great ra- 
pidity, and in proportion as this increases, the other tissues, muscle, etc., 
ase. The muscles waste, and an animal in this condition, (fat) 
although he may appear to be in the highest possible state of health, 
is in reality in a state of extreme debility. 

Remove an gcimal from this position, and subject him to exertion, 
gradually increasing it, as you find it can be borne, and what de you 
observe? This fat is rapidly removed, and excreted from the system by 
the process of respiration. By keeping bim in this position, nicely ap- 
portioning the quantity of fuod to the amount and severity of the exer- 
tion he undorgees, we may bring him into a ttate cf the bighest pbyei 
eal power. 

The various organs, duly performing their proper funciions, are wasted 
and reproduced with proportivnate rapidity, and we might almost eb- 
serve tbe animal’s body is being completely renewed, at certain intervals, 
by the new materials, continually received, being deposited in place of the 
old ones, which then constitute matters no longer available for the pur- 
pose of nutrition. And here again we see the wonderful pr: visions of na- 
ture in removing euch from the system when they are no Jonger required. 

We have stated repeatediy, that the variou carbonaceous matters 
unite with oxygen taken in the arterial blood, and are carried to the 
lungs and excreted with other portions of effete materials, from tbe de- 
composition of albumen, are taken to the liver to form bile, and lastly. 
the kidneys bave for their effice the removal of a large proportion of 
them in the form of urea, the quantities of couree being dependent on the 
amount of waste; and here we observe a striking instance of the mwet- 
amorphoces of the various tissuee. 

If a person undergoes much bodily exertion the amount of urea is in 
creased ; if on the other hand his employment has been that in which 
the assistance of the mind has been most active, the prepovdcrance of 
phosphates will be evident, thus proving that even a thought is suffi- 
cient to make a call upon the sources of nutrition, se as to cause a partial 
destruction of the brain itself. Nevertbeless we do not find that the 
mind decreases in power the more it is employed, on the contrary it be- 
comes more powerful the more it isexercised. Difficulties which at first 
sight appear insurmountable, by careful investigation are often proved 
to be most simple. 

Thus step by step the mind proceede, acquiring new strength and new 
capacity with every exertion ; grasping Nature's deepest mysteries, and 
seekiog for the laws that govern them, uocoiling their most intricate 
windings with indefatigable perseverance, clearing away the mass of ig- 
Borance and superstition whicb surrounds them, and making those facts 
which were hidden in depths almost unfathomable to appear clear and 
evident as the mid-day sup. 

Thus dves education change the face of Nature, rendering tbat a fair 
plantation, which without it would appeara ‘desert wild.’’ Well may 
we say with Pope: 

** A little learning is a rous thing, 
Drink deep or taste not the Pierian spring ; 
Its shallow draughts intoxicate the brain, 
Bat drinking deeply sobers us again.” 

Thus we bave seen that the functions of witality are carricd on toa cer- 
tain duration, and then comes the cessation of nutrition, and death. 
The once moving body is now a motionless mass, on which the laws of 
chemistry will soon exert their potent influence, converting the cowpli- 
cated avimal organism into a number of noxious compounds, but eveu 
these by the wise provis.on of a buuntiful Providence are rendered again 
available to the anima! economy. It is here that we see the admirable ad 
aptation of the vegetable world. During what bas been aptly likened to 
the process of digestion. plants feed on those matters that aie puisonous 
to the animal body, and give forth those constituents which are dcetined 
to play again their important part in the complicated functions of the 
asimal machine. Thus it may be truly said, not an atom of matter ie 
ever lost or needs forming anew ; all thatexists now existed at the creation, 
and will ex’st till time shall be no more; that which lives, fluurishes, 
dies, and decays, is not lost; the great principle of Life only changes ite 
form ; hence the destruction, or wetamorphoses, of one generation of 
vegetables or animals, is only the necessar y requisite fur the existence 
and support of the next. 

We bave taken an imperfect view only of the formation, reproduction, 
and decay of vegetables,and animals; we have seea the beautiful sim- 
Plicity of ement that exists in its various stages, aod now let us 

conclude our observations by a re‘rospective glance at the lifeof the 
higbest being in nimated nature (May).

many years standing, Iam quite sure you, “‘Bell’s fife,” will vouch for. Here 
are the challenges then, open to all:—First, I will shoot any one at 25 double

Winners of English Royal Plates. 
Feoperly speaking the rertag campaign for 1859 closed with the Houghton 
at Newmarket, and until! the ides of March the patrician turfites will be 
s$rest. During the interregnum it is to be hoped that some of our leading mag- 
nates will lay the basis fora thorough turf reform. It is sadly wanted. {ran ; 
very many things, cry aloud fur it; daily and hourly the best interests of the 
tarf are being undermined. Among the numerous evils which affect the national 
pastime, is the useless and old fashioned regalations anent our royal plates. These 
gifts, emanating from Charles LI. and Queen Anne, were intended specially to en- 
dourage @ certain breed of horses. In the year 1727 there were only eleven of 
these plates run for in England—viz., three at Newmarket, and one each at York, 
GBiack Hambleton, Nottingham, Lincoln, Guilford, Winchester, Lewes, Ipswich. 
At that time of day they were needed as an incentive to breed horses; but their 
nocessity, for that special object, has long since been annulled. How frequently 
are those plates walked over for ; how seldom do we find more than four or five 
runoers for each gift; and how often do we find those races ‘‘farmed” by a cer- 
tain horse. During the present year 137 horses ran for the 34 plates given in 
England and Scotland, and the average number of runners have beenfour. Five 
of these plates have been won by Newcastle, and four each by Wild Rose and 
Tournament, It is true that this season the plates have been more equally dis- 
tributed than in former campaigns, as Eskdale, Prioress, Arch-deacon, Jack 
Spring, and Lifeboat, have won two each; and Fisherman, Underhand, Borderer, 
Daniel, Wrestler, Shafto, Beacon, Independence, York, Qui Vive, and Bevis, one 
at last year Fisherman won no less than ten of them, and a like number 
in’ 1857. Last season, too, Borderer won seven—viz., four in England and three 
in. eland, It is along time, too, since an aged horse won one ; indeed, we fancy 
that Poodle was the last that did, his victory being at Newmarket ; and this may 
be adcounted for on the score that our racing stock are seldom geod for any- 
dung after their third season.

THE AMERICAN DERBY HORSE UMPIRE. 

As much curiosity bas been excited resp cting the age of Umpire and 
the alleged pry yea - “nnn accurately the age of the horse by the 
appearance of its mouth, the following remarks w 
will be read with interest. ~~ : tien bear on the subjest 

The horse bas two sets of uipping or incisory tecth, ami k 
and a horse or permanent. The former a to appear a edits oie 
birth, when two front nippers, above end below, are pushed out, which 
almost fill the margin of the mouth  Thejaw, however, enlarg:s 80 ra- 
pidly as to furnish room, by the fourth or tifth week, for the central nip- 
pers, above and below, to push up between the firet ; and with this com- 
plement of temporary or milk teeth, this eporting and interesting avi- 
mal frolics around until towards his sixth month, when he becomes fur- 
ther furnished with twe corner nippers, above and below. In very fur- 
ward colts, the dentition partakes also of the early evolution, and thus 
these comer nippers, known among breeders as the shell teeth (from the 
circumferent edge of each being interrupted), will sometimes appear ag 
early asthe fifth month In cold situations, with a spare supply of gen- 
erous milk, on the contrary, they are occasionally kept back until twe er 
even three months later. The animal has now its full colt’s mouth or nip- 
pers, and the completion of the process, it must be observed, occurs mest 
opportunely at a time when its wants, from increased growth, become 
greater, and its maternal supplies less, the milk of the mare beginning 
about this time to decrease. This early or temporary set of nippers, os 
might be expected, differs from the permanent or horse teeth, by being al- 
together smaller and also by baving a well marked neck to each, which 
ends in a more pointed or slender fang ; neither have they groovesor fur- 
rows on their outward surfaces. They are slightly rounded in front, and 
hollowed towards the mouth ; the cutting surface ofeach of these likewise 
rises into a sharp edge iu front, which fits it for teating up the grass; the 
outer edge slanting over the inner also affords another polut of contect | 
But thesr early teeth, being less durably framed than those which are to 
follow, soon show the marks of even the early attrition they meet with ; 
so that, before twelve months bave expired, the marks in the front vip- 
pers are worn down, or ‘‘fille! up’’ as tiis frequently called. The 
mark, however, cannot be property said to be filled up, although we have 
ourselves, in compliance with custom, heretofore, used the term. The 
central enamal, by attrition, wears away and lessens the cavity, although 
it does not apparently diminish the volune of the tooth, for that. extends 
itself upwards to meet the wear of its surface; but as the depth of the ca- 
vity is definite, while the growth of the body which contusins it is inde- 
finite, 0 the hollow must be subjected to complete obliteration, although 
the tooth remains of equal length It therefore wears ovt, but mever 
fillsup. The middle nippers lose their mark soon after the firet year, and 
in two years the cavity is nearly obliterated in all of them, and then they 
appear not unlike the horse nippers at eight years old. 

The molar or grinding teeth of the foal likewise offer auxiliary indica 
tions of the age. Certan of them are vsually found to be protruded at 
birtb, both above and below ; two are almostalways present. Sometimes 
there are likewise three, but more frequently the third doee not appear 
antil a week or two after. Between eleven and fourteen months, a fourth 
grinder is added, which, however, is not a milk tooth, but a permanent 
or horse grinder. A full yearling colt or filly, therefore, will be ueually 
found with six nippers and four grinders above and below, at which time 
the upper surfaces of the front nippers will have become almost smooth 
or markless, and the others will be found to he fast wearing also. lathe 
course of the second year, as the second permanent grinders above and 
below appear, these rows will be increcsed to five. Between the secood 
and third years, the first milk grinder falls out and is replaced ly the first 
of the row of permanent grinders ; and between the third and fourth year 
the second temporary grinder gives-place to the second permanet grind- 
ing molar, which completes the grinding set. 

‘The perminent nippers, on which we mainly depend in our examination 
of the age of a horee, appear in the following order:—The front at from 
two years and a half three years; the middle, or as sometimes called, the 
dividers, from three and a half to four years; the corner, from four aod 
a half to five years, during which period the tushes er tusks in the borse 
likewise protrude. The cols now assumes the name of horse, as the filly 
is henceforward a mare. London Sunday Times,

4 TRUTHFUL ACCOUNT OF DUCK SHOOTING. 


Massrs. Editors of the ‘‘ Spirit.’’—Many sportsmen appear to derive 
wuch pleasure in giving their friends a brilliant and detailed account 
of their success/ud efforte, ‘‘by flood and by field,’’ and enjoy themselves 
equally as much in the recital, as they doin the reality of the sport. 
such reminiscences are not only pleasing to their friends, but are some- 
times instructive to your readers ; buton the contrary, they seldom (if 
ever) take the trouble to enlighten you as to their ‘‘ill luck.’’ Now I 
aw disposed to give you a taste of my sport on one particular occasion, 
vhich I fear is a truthful reflection of a majority of sporting adventures. 

lam an old sportsman, both with rod and gun, and am not ashamed 
to acknowledge my love of both; I had been reading an account of 
‘duck shooting’ in the ‘‘Spirit,’’ and determined to epjoy a day’s sport 

0 that particular line. 

Not succeeding in borrowing a ducking gun, I purchased a good 
(leven gage bore) gun, and all the necessary equipments requisite for 
the same, and arranging my business at home to permit me to be ab- 
ota day, started for Long Island, and arrived safely at my place of 
destination at 3 o’clock P. M.; enjoyed a good dinner, and took out my 
gun, determined to ascertain the proper charge for a load, and try her 
shooting qualities, at a mark at forty yards distance. The fist dis- 
tharge alarmed the whole neighborhood, and they came up to know, “‘if 
tue gun had burst and killed anybody ; they found me safe and unbarm- 
tl, but it was necessary to lessen the charge of powder, as I had forgot- 
wo that I was using ‘‘Hazard’s Electric Powder, which is of superior 
trength and quickness ;'’ my next business was to engage ‘‘my map,”’ 
vith his boat and decoys to shoot over, and all arrangements having 
deen satisfactorily completed, with regard to time for starting, &., I 
‘eturned to my hotel, and enjoyed a good supper, and gave the cook an 
tttra fee to awake me at half past three o’clock next morning for 
‘eakfast, then retired to sleep, ‘perchance to dieam.”’ 

Well, I did dream some ; I dreamed that I was out on the bay, which 
“48 smooth aga mirror, and the whole heaven above was filled with 
itcks and geese, and in such vast numbers that I was afraid to fire off 
Uy gun, fearing the fallen dead birds would endanger the sinking of 
‘he boat, and I should be drowned ; but, in the height of my dream, I 
*as awakened by a call to breakfast, which was cheerfully responded to, 
‘ud! hurried off before four o’clock to meet my boat, which lay a mile 
‘t more down thecreek. I found the distance rather tough travel- 
8g, with gup, powder, shot and basket with dinner, wading mud holes, 
*ater, and the darkness, for you must know there was no moon, and 
‘ull two hours to daylight. 

I found the boat high and dry, as it was left by the receding tide, and 
travelled another mile down the creek, while the boatman stepped in 
‘ad pushed the skiff over the mud and shallow spots to the place where 
1 was to meet him, by which time my boots were well saturated with 
Offensive mire, and not over pure water. ‘‘We met, ’twas in the mud,”’ 
but shortly our boat was afloat, and I entered and endeavored to be 
‘omforted, by thinking what fine sport I was bound to have. Before 
— we got into the bay, and sought for a proper place to set our 

*coys and a hiding place for eur boat within shooting distance, which 
turned out to bea rather difficult matter, as the farmers iiving on the 
bay had lately cut off all the high sedge, and much time was lost before 
*¢ could find a proper place; by this time it was broad daylight; es 
Yet noe a duck had we seen. The clouds began to sweat and discharge 
‘sin in frequent instalments, and I suffered my gun to remain in the 
rubber case until actually required for use. We saw several flocks of wild 
Geese, all (except the two geese in the boat) flying to the westward. 
Time bung heavily on us, the wind blowing from the northeast and the 
ack clouds begen to shui down al! around ue ; the rain meantime came

down in good earnest, and I began to think I had got ducking enough for 
one day at least. It was now past eight o’elock, when a flock of eight 
black ducks came towerd us, I seized my gun, but could not release it 
from the case in time fora shot, but my companion fired both his bar- 
rels aud never touched a feather 

We remained on tke ground (or rather water) until eleven o'clock, 
when the rain began to fall in torrente; we took in our decoy ducks, 
which were all the ducks we got) up with our kellog, and (while my 
boatman pulled at the oar) I took a good pull at the trigger of my pocket 
pisto), which I had taken the precaution to have well filled. In good 
time I arrived at my hotel, changed my wet clothes for dry ones, and 
really enjoyed my dinner, solacing myself with the idea of trying it 
again on the morrow, which came in due time, together with a strong 
wind, and continued rain. Finding my appropriated time had nearly run 
out, [gathered up my traps and started for home, through a driving 
storm of rain, where I arrived with a whole, bat saturated ‘‘upperdermis,”’ 
having travelled a long distance without one shot at @ duck, or even firing 
my gun while in the bay. 

I have a few more of the same sort of hunts om band, and if this ‘‘offi- 
cial report’’ prove» acceptable, I may give you another.

OUR GAME LAWS. 
* Dear Old ‘‘Spirit.’’—The conflicting and inefficient game laws of the 
various States and Counties have ever been a matter of uncertainty to 
sportsmen, but few of whom could confidentlly tell when close time for 
the various kinds of game really expired, beyond a general understand- 
ing of the fourth ef July for woodcock ; indeed, £0 very indefinite has the 
matter been, and so indifferent the authorities, as to enforcing such law, 
as really did exist, that these favorite birds have been ruthlessly killed off 
by many individuals, even inthe month of June. It is, therefore, gratify. 
ing to every true-sporteman to see that a wide spread desire is springing 
up to abrogate the old statutes and to establish an effective, uniform 
State law. As to the thing called ‘‘An act for the preservation of Deer 
and other game,’’ which was shamefully ‘‘lobbied’’ through at the fag 
end of the last session of our Legislature by interested parties, its framers 


handling in the very first section of their beautiful bantling, which reads 
as follows : ‘‘No person shall, withia this State, kill any wild deer, par- 
tridge, quai), woodcock, or snipe, at any time during the months of Feb- 
ruary, March, April, May, Juneor July,’’ thus making it lawful to kill quail on 
the first of August. Wasever anything eo preposterous? was ever massacre 
80 legalized before? 

Was there not a single sportsman ‘‘in all that vast aseembly,’’ in that 
enlightened body which passed the monstrous act, to raise his voice in 
defence of poor ‘‘Bob White ?’’—to tell those ignorant of the fact—and 
who probably ‘‘went it blind,’’ on the occasion—that many of the old 
birds were in the act of incubation, even after that time—the firet of 
August. If not, I pity so benighteda body, and judging them by their 
work, truly they were to be pitied. 

With regard to the proper seasons for killing game, or rather the time 
to begin each season, States and Counties seem to have differed. All save 
our own, however, have agreed that the fourth of July is too early to open 
the woodcock season, for in Rhode Island the law protects them ti!l the 
twentieth of September ; in Ohio until the fifteenth of that month; in 
Monroe county, N. Y., until the first of August ; in Orange county, N. Y. 
until the tenth of August ; and in New Jersey the time has been altered, 
from the fourth of July to the first of Septemter. Many of our best and 
most experienced sportsmen also, amongst whom was the late lamented 
H. W. Herbert, protested against July shooting, ‘‘fur,’’ said he, ‘‘at that 
time the old birds are low in flesh, and weak from the effects of breeding, 
whilst many of the broods are half grown, half fledged, and scarcely able 
to fly.’ Every observant sportsman knows such to be the case, and were 
any further argument wanting, it might be found ia the unprecedented 
numbers of cocks that have been killed duriag the present Fall. Many 
persons ascribe this to the early cold weather in the North and North- 
west, which drove the birds suddenly on, butit is doubtless due, in amuch 

reater measure, to the act which repealed summer shooting. The mem- 
bers of the recent conventions at Geneva aud Syracuse, therefore, were in 
error when they proposed to re-establish the fourth of July as the expira- 
tion of close time. The proposition was carried by a majority of oneonly, 
showing that four out of the nine members comprisiog the committee 
were opposed to it ; it is, therefore, to be hoped that this section of the 
code which they have drawn up will be re-considered at the Albany con- 
vention, and finally changed to the firat, or fifth of August. The other 
eight articles of the code are good, and will doubtless be endorsed. but 
let aot the convention reet with the mere passege of the law, let them 

ublish it in every paper ia the State, placard it extensively through 
the covfntry, and circulate it freely amongst the farmers ; let them pledge 
themselves, in fact, let every true sporteman pledge bimeelf, to see it en- 
forced, whenever ond wherever a case ef its violation comes beneath his 
notice. Insert a clause making the possession of game out of season, whether 
jn the marketjor in the pockets of the ‘‘market shooter,’’ or ‘‘pot hunter,”’ 
convicting evidence of guilt, and by euch means we shall soon behold our 
woods and fields abundantly re-stocked with game, and go out—ip proper 
geazon—with the certainty ef a good day’s sport.

BUCK-JUMPING. 
Councit Bivrrs, Iowa, Nov. 12, 1859. 

Dear Old ‘‘Spirit.’’—Editors are supposed to know everything, and it is 
supposed by many that they are bound to impart just any amount of in- 
formation to all ‘‘inquiring friends,’’ free gratis. Now, I am not one of 
those that believe that an editor must, as a matter of necessity, know 
everything ; but I do believe that they do know a great deal that is not 
generally known and understood ; and it may be that you know the very 
thing that Ido not know. Should you be in possession of that know- 
ledge, so essential to me, and will be kind enough to impart it to me, I 
will not only be your humble servant, but will pay you for the informa- 
tion I so much stand in need of. 
| To come to the point at once, I must inform you that I have a ycung 
three-year-old horse that haz got in the habit of buckzyumping, or jump- 
ing stiff-legged, and when he takes a notion he will keep it up until 
he throws his rider. He has downed me a couple of times, nearly break. 
ing my leg upon one occasion, and he has succeeded in downing my hired 
man upon several occasions. He will just put his nose down almust to 
the ground, and then jump off about twenty-five feet at a jump, coming 
down stiff-legged, until he about knocks the daylights out of his rider, 
when, as a matter of course, he must come down. He will them stop, and 
the rider may remount, and he will go off as steady as an old well-bro- 
ken horse, and may be ridden several days before he takes to his fantas- 
tics again. 

Now the information I want is this: I want to know how I can have 
a bridle constructed so as to prevent his putting his head down, and at 
the same time have it convenient for a riding bridle, and easy upon the 
horse at all times, except when he attempts to put his head down prepa- 
ratory to one of his fetes of ‘*buck-jumping !’’ 

I have a bridle with a ‘‘gag rein,’’ which I us: upon him. When I use 
itl egghead, pany uenig y acoarpampes ys fora ion at aan Area 
By this means I can keep his head up ; but attempts to put his head

REPLY. 
Your horse can be cured of buck-jumping, but to do so you must have a 
firm seat, a light hand, and a good supply of pluck (alias nerve); with 
these three articles we would engage to make your horse as docile asa 
lady’s pet pony. 

In the first place puta large roomy saddle on his back, firmly fixed 
with two sound girths ; then attach to the front of the saddle a strong 
horse-breaker’s’ rol, ¢. ¢., a leather roll like a pair of pistol-holsters, so 
put on that the end on each side will pass over the rider’s thighs when 
seated, which will effectually prevent his being bucked or jerked off his 
seat. The bridle should be a double-reined one, curb and snaffle, the 
curb a deep Portsmouth, not less than two inches, as severe a one as can 
be made, wiih a short rein just to reach to the front of the saddle, to lie 
on his back, or to hang upon the little finger, to be used when wanted 3 
the snaffle or riding rein to be the usual length ; no bearing-rein or mar- 
tingale on any account ; a hand whip that would, if wanted, draw claret, and 
a pair of spurs made to use, not to look at; then mount, give your horse 
his head; ride with a light hand, and keep your seat and your temper ; be 
kind and firm as long as your horse will! go well, and encourage him in 
every possible way. If he commences jumping catch hold of your curb with 
a jerk which will throw his head up, and at the same time use your per- 
suaders with a will, and in such a way that it will not be necessary to re- 
peat the dose. The horse will soon cease jumping, and when he does be 
kind to him. You must pursue this plan until you convince him that 
he cannot throw his rider; that when he attempts to do so he will be 
punished, and when he does not, he will not only not be chastised, but will 
be treated with the greatest kindness, and you will soon have a tractable 
docile animal.

Quarter Racing at Council Bluffs, lowa. 

Dear Oid ‘* Spirit.’ —On Saturday, the 19th of November, a large num- 
ber of citizens of Council Bluffs and vicinity assembled at the race-track 
to see a quarter race between Mr. Graybili’s mare, Yellow Gisl, and Mr. 
Poudre’s gelding, Nimble Jim, for $50 aside. Everybody said ‘the 
horse would win the race ;’’ but this time what everybody said did not 
prove true. Notwithstanding everybody was betting on the horse, the 
owner and one or two others, who are not considered anybody in a horse 
race, bet pretty freely on the mare, and this time they were right in con- 
sidering the mare ‘‘the better horse.”’ 

After several attempts to start, the word was given to a tolerable even 
start. The horse ran outside of the track, and some say he lost thereby 
one hundred feet or more ; but that was his own business, and if he lost 
he must learn to keep the track better next time. Both were well whip- 
ped through, the mare coming out fifty feet ahead, and the winner of 
the race by that number of feet. 

Everybody said it was ajockey race, while anylody who had bet upon the 
mare, quietly pocketed the stakes. 

I believed the mare would win the race, and several bets were made 
upon my opinion. One old farmer who happened to be present with a 
load of cabbages, Let the load against a few dollars in cash, and so over- 
joyed was he at winning, that he drove the Joad to my house and made 
me a present of it as a token of his confidence in my judgment, and I will 
get my winter’s sour-krout thereby.

‘Not less? certain in its periodical visit to our coasé, than the drum, is 
that beautiful sea-fish, the bass—though the time of its advent is October, 
instead of April. Yet, as they give no warning of their visit by sound, 
the fact of their presence is not s0 well known, and they are, therefore, less 
persecuted by the fishermen. Ido not mean the sea-bass of New York 
(our black-fish)—Centropristes Nigricans— nor yet the striped bass, taken 
among the the rocks at Newport (our rock-fish)—Labrax lineatus—this 
fish, in very fine condition, is taken at the South in the fresh wat-r rivers 
but the bass par excellence—Corvina osceliati—weighing thirty or forty 
pounds, three feet and upward in length, elegantly shaped, brilliant with 
silvery and golden hues, and distinguished by one or more dark black 
spots upon the tail. 

“The tackle and equipments required for taking them are much the 
aame as those used for drum-fishing—but your ran: e of bait is greater 
for while the drum refuses all except the shrimp and the shell-fish tribes, 
the bass will take, in addition, and with even more readiness, the skip- 
jack and the mullet. They are bold biters, and give the sportsman fair 
notice of their presence. Their mouths are hard and bony, and they 
sometimes escape by crushing the hook. They run with such vivacity, 
that though weighing less than the drum, they give you nearly as much 
resistance in the capture.

‘About two hundred yards west by south from the ‘‘Bay Point rocks’’ 
as already Jaid down under the head of ‘‘Bass fisbing,’’ the rocky bed of 
the river seems to be traversed by ceep fissures, in which not only the 
hooks of fisherman are fixed, but the ancbors likewise. Though thege 
have their ropes fixed with a tripin view of such contingencies, they, are 
frequently, nevertheless, so fastened, that they cannot be extricated. In 
these crannies are sheltered, besides the black-fish and sheepshead, the 
ove'grown toad-fish (the sculpin of the South), eels of an immense size, 
and another fisb, which I shall describe, and whose name I[ would wilil- 
| lingly add, wereLable. I was fishing for bass, in 1840, on this drop. 
My oarsmap, next the bow, was furnished with a shark line, with a 
chain hook, for the accommodation of such large sized sharks, as it was 
not pleasant tubave attached to a basa line. He hooked, as he suppos- 
ed, a shark, and after playing it some minutes, called to me tbat it 
was coming up. I hurredly caught up the spear, and transfixed, nota 
sbark—but an enormons scale-fish, of a description I bad never seen 
before. With the aid of the gaff and a loop, we hoisted him on board, 
and I shortly after made for Bay Point with my prizs. Its sbape was 
nearly that of the fresh-water perch—koowno by the name of ‘‘wide- 
munutbed perch’’—which, by the way, my friend, Professor Holbrook 
says, ig no perch atall, but a ‘‘pomotis.’’ Its hue was a gree nish black 
on the back, subsiding into a faint yellow on the belly ; its mouth was 
unfurnished with teeth, but bad slender spikes inetead, with which it 
could hoid its prey; its eyes were large and prominent; its tail was 
large at ite insertion, and the paddle (caudal rays) small in proportion 
to the size of the fish. It resembled, in fine, an inhabitant of the fresh 
water, rather than the sea; was manifestly a heavy and dull swimmer ; 
and it struck meas a matter of surprise, that a fish thus formed, could 
escane for a day being destroyed by sharks. I could only solve the difii- 
culty, by supposing that he was born and bred among these rocks—the 
crevices of which bad sheltered him from their attacks.

A company, in the full tide of successful operation, is digging outs 
channel through the shell bank and sand flats between Aransas and 
Corpus Christi Bays, one hundred and sixteen feet in width and ten in 
depth, which, if they prosecute with the vigor with which they have 
thus far progressed, will be completed before the close of the present 
year. When finished, a permanent and regular steam communication 
between here and New Orleans will, doubtless, be maintained, to the build- 
ing up of this place, and a fortune to those interested in the steamships. 
It needs but the completion of this undertaking, and the erection and es- 
tablishment of a first class hotel, to render Corpus Christi the Saratogs 
of the South,and this, I predict, will be sts fate in less than three years 
from this time. 
I congratulate Turfmen and others fond of the sport, that the winter 
meeting at New Orleans promises so brilliantly. Natchez, it would 
seem, comes in fur a good share of contests, and your sister city, Mobile, 
is fully alike to her promise of keeping up the excitement. I intend & 
infest one of the latter named places (I know not yet which of them), 
and [regret that they so arranged their meetings that I cannot be pre- 
sent at both of them. I sit cross-legged for good weather at tho Metairio 
meeting. The new pavilion, stands, and other appointments, are doubt- 
less models in their line, and I almost expect to be startled at the view of 
the best, most commodious, and elegant accommodations ever arranged 
for racing purposes. I hope to be with you in time to wish you a very 
merry Chtistmas, and if you can’t do better, to help you in getting it.
